Tho nonstitution of tho society specifies 
that the members shall be subject to the 
call of the mayor or Ore chief. 
Together 


with the petition WHS a rccommondBtlon 
of tho lire commiesaincrs that tho peti- 
tion be granted. 
Tho oouncll granted the 


petition. 


The H. Mueller Alfg. Co. aeked that in 


case the city put down any water pipes 
they be allowed to givo their Sgures for 
aklng cba contract for tba entire work, 
such as excavating, furnishing and laying 
tbo pipes.

Mr. Montgomery said he 
was In favor at first of speolfylDR that 
oibor kinds of asphalt could be used, but 
tuat he did not think it wise to make tho 
change now, and that tbe matter should 
be more fully considered before any action 
was taken. Mr. CJogerty said that If tbo 
olty could specify thut the brlok In n 
pavement should be from two certain 
brlok makers the law would not sustain 
such action and he claimed" that It was 
the same wltb tbe asphalt. 
Mr. Let) said 


tnat tho specifications did not debar any 
ono. tt simply stated two kinds of ma 
terlnl, one ot which must bo used and 
anyone who bought tho asphalt could pet 
down tbe pavement if be received tbo con 
tract. 
Mr. Young made an amendment 


t.o refor the matter to the public iinprovo 
ment committee. 
Tbe vote wns a tie and 


the mayor voted no. Mr. Cann, who 
was present at the meeting, epoko In be- 
half of the property owners. He said that 
they were not In favor of any uhango be- 
ing made. They wcro to pay for tho work 
and ho thought tho city council ought to 
respect their wishes. 
Mr. GoRorty said 


that it was the duty of tho council to look 
after the Interests of tbo city, regardless 
of the property owners.
